SEAMEN’S STRIKE. 


GUTLOOK BLACKER 


GOVERNMENT STEPS IN. 


A A STRONG WARNING 


* As a sequel to the strenuous effort 
made by the Seamen's Union to 
induce other waterside worker to join 
in the strike the Hongkong Govern- 
ment iasued a strongly worded warn 
ing at. 11 o'clock Jast night promising 
that, drastic rction will be taken 
again-{. those held responsible for in- 
timidation. It goes further and de- 
clares that those who allow theniselves 
to me misled into striking will not 
be allowed to remain in the Colony. 
Thousands of copies of the proclamna 
tion have been iesurd and copies 
posted up onteide the Beoretaciat for 
Chinese Affairs and at other, places in 
town held the attention uf big crowds 
throughout the morning. 

A translation of the Government's 
notification, furnished to dhe press 
this morning by the Seeretary for 
Chine-e Affair (the low Mr bk. 
Hallifax) was as follows +

Hallifay, KACA, in the nistter of a 
hotificntion *- 

The present strike of the Searnen is 
the business of the Seamen's Union 
only. The Government had already 
promised to make full enquiry into 
the grievances of the seamen and to 
appoint. arbitrators to settle the mat 
ter, so that justice could be daue to 
both parties. However, the Seamen's 
Uniow did not obey the advice and 
instructions, — hut 
strike. Indeed. they have neither 
feeling nor reason, The Government 
has never failed sympathetically 
to deal with and 
the grievanc-s uf doy workiman, 
Now though the seamen are not right, 
the Government bas not ceased to be 
ready to appoint arbitrators to con 
sider and to sce that they are deal 
with fairly in the matter of the de 
mand for an increase. The ahip 
owners have ayreed to the arbitra 
tions. However the Seamen's Union 
not only has no sincere desire to come 
to terms, but bas also attempted to 
induce other Lubuur Associations to 
join the strike. [1 must be realised 
that such other associations buve no 
grievances and in attempting reck-

Onr recent example (raya the Datly 
Okronic'e of a soldier pursued through 
hia career by the figure 18 is capped 
by a correspondent who tells us that 
he wos born on May 18, hia first rifle 
was No, 1313, and his first eword bore 
the same number.

Yap's Curious Currenoy. 

The natives of Yap, the very small 
island which interuational stateaman- 
‘hip has transformed into o very 
important one, possess what is 
probably the most extraordinary 
currency in the world, in the shape of 
limestone isos, varying from six 
inches to a foot in diameter. More 
wonderful still, they keep their money 
piled up outside their front door! 
The island has a modest little trade 
in copra. mother-of-pearl and phos- 
phates while ite prehistoric remains 
and its protective coral reef are of 
great interest to the scientist. This 
represents the other side of Yap life, 
and not the valuable cable features 
which have made possession of the 
island a thorn in the side of 
diplomacy. 

Remarkable French Litigati 

A strange action which goes back 
to the thirteenth century has come 
before the Appeal Court at Nancy. It 
is 8 question of the division of certain 
woods which is a chevalier of the Holy 
Roman Empire left to the communes 
of Charchillat and Meusia, in Jura, in 
1232. These wooda are not very 
valuable, bat the two communes have 
fought for them for centuries, and are 
still fighting. The civil tribunal of St. 
Claude gave judgment in favour of 
Meusia, whereupon the commune of 
Charchillat appealed to the Court at 
Besancon, which decided in its favour. 
The matter was then brought before 
the Court of Casgation, which annulled 
judgment of Begancon and referred 


the dispute to the Court at Nancy. 
This court bas given careful oonsidera+ 
tion to the dispute, and, in a lengthy 
judgment, has confirmed the decision 
of the Besancon Court and awarded to 
Charchillat'a thing part of the: woods 
in litigation instéad of o fifth part, 

which was given to it by th» St. Claude 
tribunal, Each commone:has to -pay 
ita part of the expenses incurred in the 
many actions fought since 1824. The 
amoant of these costs is not stated, but 
it is said to be considerablo, and, more- 


over, it is not yet certain whether the| 


decision of thé Nancy Court ends this 
remarkable litigation.
